_ OTTAWA.—As.‘a_ direct conse- 
quence of the war, Canada’s foreign 
trade in 1946 was at the highest level 
of any peacetime period in history. 
The aggregate value of imports and 
exports for the year was, roundly, 
$4,200,000,000. While this represents 
a 20 per cent. decline from the war- 
time peak in 1944, the value of trade 
is three times as great as the aver- 
age for the five years. immediately 


® ‘preceding the: war.-4———___ 


The total value of exports approxi- 
9 $2,300,000,000 with 40 per 
cent.of the total going to the United 
States and 25 per cent. to the United 
Kingdom. While in many respects the 
familiar patterns of our peacetime 
trade have not yet been re-establish- 
ed, it is interesting to note that the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States continue, as in pre-war years, 
to take a much, greater portion of 
Canada’s total exports than all other 
countries combined. ‘ 

Before the war: they absorbed ap- 
proximately 75 per cent. of Canadian 
exports, with the United Kingdom 
taking the larger share. In 1946 this 
relative position was reversed, with 
the United States becoming the chief 
purchaser, The. remaining portion of 
Canadian export trade was’ widely 
diffused. Important markets ‘were 
found in British Empire countries, 
Europe and Latin America. 

-Canadian products were in keen 
world demand to alleviate the urgent 
needs of areas devastated during the 
war and to meet the specialized 
needs of re-established peacetime in- 
dustry in’ many cojintries.” Canada’s 
primary industries continued to play 
a leading role in export trade, Forest 
products formed the largest single 

» group in 1946, with the bulk going to 
the. United States. Food products, 
principally wheat, flour, meat, cheese 
and eggs formed a large part of the 
exports to the United Kingdom and 
to Europe. 

Imports for consumption were val- 
ued at around $1,900,000,000, the 
largest annual value in’ Canadian his- 

_ tory. With national income remaining 
high, and with wartime restraints on 

' purchasing: in part removed, consum- 

‘er spending in Canada reached a re- 
cord. height. Imports of consumer 
goods were directly affected by this 
demand, and the increased demand 
for goods produced in Canada result- 
ed .in larger industrial requirements 

: fuels and capital 
goods. The, United’ States continued 
to°be the principal source of imports. 

Despite the re-opening of the pre- 
war channels of trade, goods have 
not yet become available. in normal 
volume from elsewhere. This point is 
emphasized in the statistics of im- 
ports from the United Kingdom 
‘which accounted for about 9 per cent. 
of the Canadian total in 1946, as com- 
pared with 18-per cent. before the 
war, p .- 

Domestic prosperity in Cariada is 
closely related to export trade, The 
structure of our economy requires 
the maintenance of stable export 

- markets for the products of the great 
primary industries—agriculture, lum- 
bering, pulp and paper, mining and 
fisheries. The capital plant of these 

. industries has already been built up, 
and. their productive capacity is far 
greater than domestic. capacity “to 
consume. Consequently, violent fluctu- 
ation in foreign demand for Canadian 
goods, whatever the cause, inevitably 
reacts in the most-unfavorable way 
upon business conditions throughout 
the Dominion. . 

For the time being, foreign demand 
for Canadian goods is almost unlimit- 
ed. This demand, however, is not 
backed up by effective purchasing 

: power, particularly in those countries 
ravaged by war. Their capital accum- 
ulations of foreign exchange were dis- 
sipated during the war, and the cur- 
rent account credits from normal 
trading . have not yet recovered 
enough to provide them with suffic- 
iént foreign exchange to cover even 
their most urgent needs.

United States 
Intends To Dump 
Potato Surplus 


WASHINGTON. — United States 
agriculture department. officials pre- 
dicted that millions of bushels of 
frozen and rotten~potatoes will be 
dumped under government instruc- 
tions during the next several weeks. 
They will be part of the 1946 crop 
surplus of nearly. 100,000,000 bushels. 
Officials. estimated the govern- 
ment’s final loss on deo surplus will 
amount to around $80,000,000. The 
explanation is this; ~—__ 

Under wartime legislation, the ag- 
riculture department underwrote the 
1946 crop of, potatoes as well as many 
other farm products, It assured farm- 
ers that they would get at’ least 90 
per cent, of parity—the theoretical 
price determined to be equally fair 
to producers and consumers, 

The potato trouble developed when 
the crop turned out to be about 100,- 
000,000- bushels larger than ‘the de- 
partment had, planned for and about 
that much larger than estimated 
consumer requirements.’ 

When this surplus became appar- 


ent, potato prices. tumbled, and the}. 


department was left to carry out its 
legal obligation to assure growers at 
least 90 per cent. of parity.

BOILS—DON'T NEGLECT THEM 


Increased knowledge and more ef- 
fective treatment methods have help- 
ed medical-science in its fight against 
boils. 

. In recent. years the application of 
four important germ-destroying drugs, 


the sulfonamides, penicillin, strepto-| 


mycin and toxoid, has proved effect- 
ive in many cases, f 

Dr. William Bolton of the Bureau 
of Health Education, American Medi- 
cal Association, wrote in a recent is- 
sue of Hygeia that application of 
x-rays also had proved to be satis- 
factory in numerous instances. 

He revealed that complicated in- 
vestigations have shown that in some 
boils ‘there is a slight variation from 
normal in the chemical reaction of 
the skin, in others excessive collec- 
tions of secretion, forming a special 
culture bed for germs, and in still 
others a slight excess of sugar con- 
tent in the skin cells. These latter, 
however, were definitely not diabetic. 

Anemia A Factor 

Among other. general conditions 
found to be responsible for boils are 
anemia, a run down condition and 
excessive fatigue. It has been stated 
that a protein-poor diet occasionally 
may be responsible, or. under activity 
of the thyroid gland. Recurrent minor 
infections of the skin. predispose to 
flare-ups, resulting in the formation 
of boils, 2 

Normal skin harbors many germs, 
the majority of them being harmless. 
However, germs such as the staphylo- 
coccus group which cause boils may 
be present and cause trouble. 

Dr. Bolton, in his Hygeia article, 
said that “invasion of the skin by 
these germs takes place often 
through almost invisible breaks, Also, 
the germs frequently start their 
trouble ‘within the tiny opening of 
sweat glands of the special oil-pro- 
ducing sebaceous glands. Beacuse the. 
latter are associated with hair fol- 
licles, boils are observed most com- 
monly on hairy areas of. the skin.” 

It also is known that boils come on 
areas exposed to friction from cloth- 
ing. 

Three ironclad rules are generally 
followed in the treatment of boils 
because there is now full medical and 
surgical understanding of the way in 
which boils are fought by the body. 

The rules are— 

(1) Never cut a boil too early, if it 

is to be cut at all; — 

(2) never attempt to squeeze or 

press out the contents, and 

(3) if- a cut is made, never cut 

widely. 5 

If you are a sufferer from recur-~ 
rent boils, it would be a good idea to 
see your physician concerning im- 
munization against boils. . 

However, in the average case all 

.. that is needed is a dressing protec- 
tion. Frequently germ-destroying 
ointments may be indicated, if for no 
other reason than to prevent spread 
‘of infection to adjacent portions of 
the skin. ‘ 

Boils are serious and shbuld be 
treated by a physician or under a 
physician’s supervision..

Mental And 
Physical Control 
Prevents Accidents 


TORONTO.—“All of us voluntarily 
or ‘involuntarily are ‘copy. éats’,” 
states R. B. Morley, general manager 
of the Industrial Accident Prevention 
Associations, in- a memorandum is- 
sued to industrial executives through- 
out Ontario. 

‘Speaking of accident prevention in 
industry, Mr. Morley says, “Each of 
us is affected. by the conduct of 
people with whom we associate. Our 
conduct may readily be taken by 
someone else as a model for his own.” 

Emphasizing that accident preven- 
tion calls for mental and physical 
control, he says, “If we want things 
to be right it matters what we do 
and how we do it. Everything which 
lowers standards in the: safety move- 
ment has a bad effect on accident 
experience. Everything which raises 
the tone has a good effect. Getting 
things right.and keeping them right 
is accident prevention.” :

CHEESE SQUARES: 

Mix the large recipe of baking 
powder ‘biscuit dough, adding 1 to 2 
cups grated American cheese to flour 
mixture. These require added liquid. 
Allow about % cup more milk to 
give the soft dough desired. Roll out 
and cut in squares or crescents. 
Brush with milk, sprinkle with pap- 
rika: Bake as directed.. Serve with 
butter, or top with creamed ham as a 
main .dish, 


EVER-READY BISCUIT MIX 


Save time—keep biscuit mix on 
hand to use when needed, for biscuits, 
pie tops, or shortcake. 

12 cups (38 qts.) sifted flour 

4 tablespoons Calumet baking 

powder ‘ 
4 teaspoons salt : 
2 cups (1 Ib.) shortening 

Mix this triple-recipe of baking 
powder biscuits—all but the liquid. 
Place in glass jars or crockery bowl, 
cover lightly. with a cloth or plate to 
allow circulation of air, and store in 
a very cool, dry place. Keeps well for 
3 to 4 weeks. 

To use: Measure 3 cups. biscuit 
mix into bowl. Add milk gradually 
until a soft dough is formed. (Takes 
about % cup milk.) Then knead, roll, 
and bake in the usual way for bis- 
cuits or a shortcake. Makes 15 to 18 
biscuits. , : 

For a meat pie top, use 2 cups bis- 
cuit mix and add about 14 cup milk.

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Royal Bank Assets _ 
Reach New High 
‘Total Now Over  $2,190,606,000, 
Deposits Stand At $1,963,000,000, 
Commercial Loans Increased 


The steadily increasing momentum 
of Canadian business, both at home 
and abroad, is clearly reflected in The 
Royal Bank of Canada Annual Bal- 
ance Sheet for the year enditig Nov- 
ember 30th, pubHshed recently. : 

Total assets which last year topped 
the $2,000,000,000 mark‘ for ‘the first 
time have again increased to the new 
record level of $2,131,974,000. Depos- 
its by the public, excluding Dominion 
and Provincial Government deposits, 
are substantially higher, having in- 


| creased more than $171,000,000, It is 
understood that the greater part  of|- 


this increase is in interest bearing 
deposits in Canada, a clear indication 
that ‘the scale of private savings is 
being Well maintained. i 
The bank's investments in Govern- 
ment and other public securities, 
totalling $1,098,880,239 include $109,- 
000,000 of Government , securities 
other than Canadian, of which the 
greater portion is in United States 
and British Government securities. 
Investments in other bonds, deben- 
tures and stocks, now standing at 
$65,269,639, have increased by some 
$32,000,000. . 
A sharp reduction of call loans in 
Canada as compared with a year ago 
is noted. The volume of loans under 
this head in 1945 was abnormally: 
high, due in large measure to the 
Victory Loan campaign last year. 
The upward trend in Commercial 
Loans and Discounts in Canada, not- 
ed in last year’s Report, has contin- 
ued, the increase under this heading 
amounting to $25,000,000. This figure, 
however, does not accurately reflect 
the. substantial increase in_ strictly 
commercial loans made by the bank 
in the Dominion during the period 
under review, because included in the 
figures of the previous balance sheet 
were substantial loans to borrowers 
for the purchase. of, Victory Bonds. 
This factor was of much less import- 
ance in 1946. Commercial loans by 
the bank’s foreign branches totalling 
$105,064,911 also show a substantial 
increase of $17,000,000. ‘ 
The liquid position of the bank is, 
as usual, very strong, Liquid assets

Many Claimants For 
Land At South Pole 


LONDON.—The scramble for the 
possession of the earth’s last unclaim- 
ed land areas—the regions around 
the South Pole—promises to reach 
its climax during the next few 
months after being interrupted by 
the war. ; 

The chief contestants are the Brit- 
ish, who sent a party of 12-scientists 
southward several weeks ago, and 
the United States, which despatched 
Admiral Byrd from Norfolk, Virginia, 
on December. 2 with the most lavish 
Antarctic expedition in history. But 
Britons are well aware that the con- 
test isn’t merely two-sided. There are 
many other claimants in the field. 

In The Times, the diplomatic cor- 
respondent lists these claims, many 
of. which he says are conflicting: and 
obscure, : 

Chile, the Argentine republic, Nor- 
way, France, Australia and New 
Zealand all claim some parts of the 
Antarctic territory. In many areas, 
these: claims averlap and conflict. 

Britain claims certain clearly de- 
fined territories known as ‘the Falk- 
though 
these are also claimed by Argentine 
“by right of geographical. propin- 
quity’—a right, the correspondent 
no basis in 


law. : ‘ 

Parts of these dependencies are 
also claimed by Chile, so that there 
is a three-way tussle. The United 
States officially neither makes nor 
recognizes the claims to domination. 
The: Norwegian, Australian. and 
New Zealand claims are fairly gen- 
erally; recognized. Not so, however, 
are certain claims made by Nazi Ger- 
many before 1939: In that-year, Luft-

Astrid land and dropped Swastika 
flags. “But,” says The Times, ‘“Ger-
